(Text! The principal responsible person of the reorganized Zunhua 
County Party Committee in Hebei Province, in carrying out the "Guiding 
Principles for inper=Party Political Life,” has taken the lead in 
rectifying the working style of the party. This is in clear contrast 
to the example of the principal responsible person of the old county 
party committee, who in previous years reigned high above the masses 
and did his best to seek feudal privileges. Below is 4 discussion of 
a few emall things in this regard. 


After County Party Committee Secretary Zhu Changxin [2612 7022 2946] 
artived in Zunhua, the first problem he encountered was housing. He 
has five members in his family (counted as five according to household, 
but the actual number of his family members is nine), which comprises 
four generations from great grandmother to great grandson: above him 
he has an old mother, and below him he has childéren and grandsons. 
Geing by the housing level of ordinary cadres and workers in Zunhua, 

it would have been nothing special if he occupied four or five rooms. 
Comrades wanted to make more spacious arrangements for him, but he would 
agree to have nothing of the sort and insisted on moving into 4 place 
that has only two bedrooms and one corridor-hali--i.e., a flat three- 
toom house, 





in previous vears, if the former county party committee standing commit- 
tee members felt ill, it was 4 routine practice o telephone for doctors 
to come. The original responsible person on the county party committee 
wae provided with his own special personal physician who practiced both 
Chinese and Western medicine and stood ready to carry out his assignments 
at all times, and who hence was called “the imperial doctor.” If he was

(Text) Net long ago, the ehief of the Bei‘ing Mining bureau, Zhang 
Kulhua [1728 3843 5478), twhee led cadres of his organization to Wangping 
village and Muchengjian mine to inspect work, Unlike the practice of the 
past, they did fot Fide in passenger care to go there but took the ordi- 
ary workers’ commuter train, This event was praised by the workers, 

Net @ few workere said: When the bureau leader takes the iead t 

change the worketyle and sets an example for us, we too must make strict 
demands on ouréelve: 


in reality, af event like this was but one of the many new phenomena that 
have come about since this bureau started to lead the cadres in studying 
and carrying out the "Guiding Principles for Inner-Party Political Life." 


The Beijing Mining Bureau is situated relatively far from the Beijing 
municipal area, and it is also some distance from the various mines, 

in the past, the leading cadres of this bureau regularly required passen- 
ger care to take them back and forth whether they were handling public or 
private affairs, and they took thie as a treatment they should enjoy, 
Hence, although the bureau had 15 trucks and passenger cars, these were 
found to be still not enough, and drivers often could not rest even on 
Sundays. In May of this year, party members were organized by the Bureau 
Party Committee to study the “guiding principles." Many leading cadres 
examined [their conduct and activities) against the “guiding principles" 
and hence recognized that theirs was a style of particularigation. If 
this style was not changed, practices at the mines and in the local 
society would be very hard to correct, From then on, whenever they went 
to the city on private errands or when they sent off relatives and 
friends, they usually tried to use these publicly owned passenger cars 

as littie as possible. When they really required the use of the organi- 
zation's passenger cars because of special circumstances, they usually 
applied first at the Bureau Office according to regulations, and they 
also paid the fees after such use according to regulations. When they 
went to the city to hear reports, attend meetings and handle public 
affairs, or when they went to the mines to work, they usually refrained 
from using passenger cars but generally rode in trucks or buses together 
with other cadres and workers in the organ. 

Through study and checking against the "guiding principles,” this bureau 
also succeeded in stopping devious practices such as using public funds 
to entertain quests or buy gifts. And when the bureau convened meet- 
ings for ordinary work, no meal subsidy would be granted. 


Recentiv, leading cadres of this bureau also took the initiative to sug- 
gest that the past practice of using public funds for each leading cadre 
of the bureau to subscribe to a few newspapers ati journals be rescinded, 
and that the leading cadres subscribe to them witi, their own money. 7

The grassroots is 
wiere (he Masses gather and ie the first line of production. The most 
vital and lively first-hand material is at the grassroots level, and 

‘he richest experience is at the grassroots level, Trade union cadres 
at all levels need only place themselves among the masses of workers and 
at the grassroots level to be able to put trade union work truly into op= 
eration in production and to get to the masses and thus make trade union 
work full of sound and color and lively; only then can they learn true 
capabilities and make 4 new contribution to the four modernizations.

TREND 10 USE STATE PRODUCTS AS PRIVATE PROPERTY EXPOSED

Checking the Tendency of ‘Trial’ | 


Teat| The Sichuan Provincial Party Committee's Discipline Inepection 
Commission recently iseved a circular calling on all prefectures and de- 
partments to resolutely stop government offices and individuals from 
taking possession of the products of state-owned enterprises without pay, 
on the pretext of “trying them out,” of demanding lower than market prices 
for theese products following 4 trial. This circular was issued in response 
to 4 similar circular issued earlier by the (Central| Commission for 
inspection of Discipline. 


Since the beginning of thie year, the Sichuan Provincial Party Committee's 
Discipline Inepection Commission has conducted an investigation into this 
problem in Chongqing and Chengdu municipalities, in Mianyang Prefecture, 
and at light industrial enterprises throughout the province. Ite find- 
ings constitute 4 warning that this malpractice has become serious, be- 
cause ®any unite and individuals have taken possession of merchandise 
without pay, on the pretext of “trying them out,” and then have come 

back many days later with demande for an unreasonable lowering of their 
prices. Prom 1971 to the end of 1979, central, provincial, and municipal 
departments ot individuals have taken 466 television sets to their offices 
or homes “on approval” and watched them before buying. These television 
sets were trial-produced by the Chongqing No 3} radio plant, the Chongqing 
Bashan instrument plant, the Chengdu No | radio plant, and the Mianyang 
plant No 780. An inventory has showed that thus far, some 48 of these 
television sete worth 39,000 yuan are still being watched by units or 
individuals in their offices or homes on a trial basis. Of those televi- 
sion sete that were returned, some 54 could not & sold as new products 
because of the prolonged tryout by potential buyers.

SMUGGLING RING RUN BY CHILDREN OF CADRES BROKEN

[Text] Recently, the Chaoyang Public Security Subbureau of Beijing 
Municipality investigated and broke a smuggling and doubledealing ring 
organized by the children of cadres. The culprits in this case, Xia 
lingping [1115 2529 1627], Wu Jijun [0702 4949 6511) and Han Dongwei 
[7281 2639 0251), were arrested on 14 August according to the law, after 
the approval of the people's procuratorate of the Chaoyang District, 
Beijing Municipality. Among the members of the ring, 7 were sentenced 
to labor education and forced labor, 8 were given the punishment of 
detainment and 21 were subject to criticism and education by public 
security organs, ordered to return the stolen funds, and turned over to 
the units where they were stationed for further disposal. 


Since June 1979, this smuggling and doubledealing ring connived with 
merchants in Hong Kong and opportunists and doubledealing elements inside 
the country, and spread to big cities such as Beijing, Tianjin, Guangzhou, 
Huhehot, Baoding, etc., where they engaged in smuggling and double- 
dealing activities. By February of this year they had smuggled 43.75 
grams of gold, 11 television sets, 43 radio-cassettes, 283 small elec- 
tronic calculators, 80 imported watches of various kinds, 519 assorted 
garments and 127 jin of rare Chinese herbs with a total value of more 
than 100,000 yuan. The profits after their devious sales were more than 
10,000 yuan, 


In breaking the ring, the Chaoyang Public Security Subbureau insisted 
in this case on the principle of everybody being equal before the law, 
and determined to handle it according to the law. During the early 
period when this case of the ring was being inves: igated, the Chaoyang 
Public Security Subbureau first detained culprits Wu Jijun and others. 
After only a few days, the Defense Division, the unit where criminal 
Wu's father was stationed, dispatched some people to the Chaoyang 
Public Security Subbureau with a letter of introduction to look up the 
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leaders concerned and express their wish to be informed of the situation 
and to review pertinent data regarding the case, This request was 
immediately refused, The visitors again pointed out that criminal Wu 
was the son of a leading cadre, and they expressed the hope that he 
would be dealt with in a relatively light manner, The personnel receiv- 
ing them replied firmly: "We do things according to law; please tel! 
his parent accordingly." From investigation to final uncovering of this 
case, there were more than 20 instances of parents of members of the ring

[Text}) A letter from the reader published on page 1 of the 24 July 

issue of RENMIN RIBAO said that, concerning the major incident of the 
capsizing of the oil-drilling rig Bohai No 2, no report was seen until 

8 months thereafter; "This is perhaps a rare case even in the world 
history of journaliem.” The reader muet have his reasons for criticiz- 
ing the newspaper on this matter, and he should certainly have called the 
attention of journalism workers to it. But I feel that just to criticize 
the newspaper, just to ask the newspaper to make a time!y report, is still 
not enough. Please note certain things which have happened since the 
occurrence of the capsizing: 


This major incident occurred in the early morning of 25 November last 
year. It was not until 5 months later, on 21 April of this year, that 
the Labor Bureau of Tianjin Municipality filed a complaint before the 
municipal people's procuratorate. Let us consider that if a man is 
struck and killed by a car on the street and his relatives are going to 
lodge a complaint against the driver, they perhaps can't wait even for 
5 days, or even 5 hours, let alone 5 months. Naturally, a major inci- 
dent involving the death of 72 persons is far more complicated than a 
fatal accident involving one person; but is it not astonishingly slow 
when a complaint is not lodged for as long a period as 5 months? 


After another 16 days, on 7 May, the people's procuratorate of Tianjin 
Municipality accepted the complaint submitted by the Municipal Labor 
Bureau. From submission to acceptance of the complaint, between 1 act 
and another, 16 days were spent; this speed was .‘'so shockingly slow, 
indeed! 


After still another 2 months, it was then learned from the newspaper 
that the matter had been “examined and registered, and is now under

investigation.” How much more time this “investigation” will require, 
it is very hard to tell; peopie can only wait patiently, 


Our march toward the four modernigations is symbolically called the "new

lapse of 8 months, ie still “under investigation.” During the well- 
known Haui Hai battle, more than 500,000 enemy soldiers were killed;

army spent only 65 days. But the investigation of a capsizing incident 
has already taken nearly 4 times the period of 65 days and the matter is 
still “under investigation,” Surely there can be no poseibility what- 
soever for us to say that this is because it is more complicated and 
difficult than the Huai Hai battle! Where does the problem lie in this 
case? 


In 4 socialist country, when an incident occurs, even if just one single 
person hase died, no one should remain unmoved. When as many as 72 per- 
sons have died, one should become even more concerned with a burning 
heart and attempt with the urgency of a shooting estar to investigate and 
clarify the situation, and hence attend as quickly as possible to reha- 
bilitation and the summing up of lessons. Every day earlier the lessons 
are summed up is one day iesse that such 4 tragic drama could be repeated. 
It has already been 8 months since the capsizing incident occurred. If 
during thie process of "“investivation” a similar incident should occur, 
how would one explain it to the people?’ 


The two reporters of CONGREN RIBAO pointed out that there were four les- 
sons in this capsizing incident. I think another one should be added, 
and that is why the investigation and disposal of the incident this time 
have been go slow. What lesson is there in this for the people’ 


Comrade Deng Xiaoping has suggested that since we wish to realize the 
four modernizations in 20 years, we must not misuse a single day. Yet 
today, some units are still using this pretext and that. dragging their 
feet on things they should have handled and done weil earlier, and not 
showing the slightest concern if a day, a week, or a month is misspent, 
or feeling nothing unusual if perhaps even a year is misspent.

This 
year, the tea farms and tea production brigades established their own 
responsibility system.

Although 
scientific and technical personnel in the field of truck gardening have 
repeatedly come forward with proposals to remedy the situation, these proposals 
have been ignored and the problem remains unsolved. Although the planting 

of trees is vital for environmental protection and the health of the people, 
the rate of reafforestation in Beijing not only lage far behind international 
standards, but also falls below chat of many of our provinces and cities. 

The Beijing Forestry Society on two occasions advised the concerned departments 
what measures they should take, and although Professor Fan Jizhou 

[5400 3444 3166], executive secretary of the Beijing Forestry Society, had 
personally written to the concerned authorities, nothing further has been 
heard. It is known that although many of the 540-odd proposals made by the 
Second Conference of Scientific and Technical Societies had been made, they 
have not been seriously etudied and acted upon. An old scientist in his 
seventies said to a reporter, “We don't expect the authorities to know every- 
thing or to be able to find an instant solution to every problem. We only 
hope that they will give some consideration to our views. Our only hope is 
that we may be permitted to make some concrete contribution to the four modern- 
izations in our lifetime. Many things can no longer be put off.”

Latge numbers of middie=agea scientific and technical workers, who 
ate at the peak of their productive years, are burdened with problems as re- 
garde theif remuneration and working conditions, Oftentimes, they get no 
recognition or acceptance for their achievements, A young scientific and 
technical worker, conversant in 14 foreign languages, had compiled a dictionary 
on physics in five languages. The 50 veteran scientists who volunteered their 
services in reviewing and proof-reading his work were greatly impressed with 
his dedication and erudition, Although thie work had won their approval, 

.t wae ignored and shelved by the concerned department for 3} years. 


These problems point to the fact that some of the cadres in positions of 
authority have yet to appreciate that the productive potential is dependent 

of the solution of ecientifiec and technical problems and that they have yet 

tc have full confidence and trust in scientific and technical personnel, On 
the contrary, they have served to highlight the problems existing in the 

aystem and the etructure relating to cadres. Some scientists have pointed out 
that in o«der to make worthwhile proposals, one must have a scientific attitude 
and a certain knowledge of science, that in order to understand these proposals, 
ome Muet alec have a scientific attitude and a certain knowledge of science, 
and that it is virtually impossible for an autsider to evaluate and adopt such 
sroposais., For this reason, measures must be taken for the development of 
cadres and for revising the structure of the cadre system.

ELIMINATION OF iMPROPER PRACTICES IN RECEPTION WORK URGED

[Text] The Chinese Communist Party Commission For the Inspection of Disci- 
pline recently issued a directive calling on concerned parties to put an end 
to improper practices in reception work, 


According to the directive, since the central government issued certain doc- 
uments relating to the tightening of party discipline, members of Communist 
Party committees of various levels have conscientiously heeded the instructions 
and many cadres in leadership positions have won the praise of the masses for 
setting personal examples in complying with the instructions regarding re- 
ception work, However, there are still many who, on the pretext of entertaining 
cadres in leadership positions, touring groups, inspection teams, academic 
missions, comfort sissions and delegates to various conferences, are not 

above going to inordinate lengths in wining and dining the visiting parties and 
in presenting them gifts at public expense to cultivate their good relations. 
in the name of providing security, sentry boxes have been set up and even traf- 
tic has been diverted. Many of these engaged in reception work use the pre- 
text of entertaining visitors to seek personal favore by devious means, 


The directive pointed out that such base and corrupt thoughts and practices 

run counter to “Certain Standards Governing Political Life within the Party" 

and that they did serious damage to the excellent traditions of our party, 

that they hurt the credibility and prestige of the party and party cadres in 
positions of leadership, that they spoil the good relationship between the party 
and the masses and that they dealt a serious setback to the positive partici- 
pation on the part of the masses in the implementation of the four modern- 
izations. 


The directive called on those in leadership positions at various levels to 
seriously address themselves to these problems and to take what action is 

necessary to correct such evil practices instead of letting them continue 

to sptead and fester.

«, ‘the guest houses and hostels must accept payment from leading cadres and 
members of their group for their accommodation, food and transportation, Such 
expenses ate to be the responsibility of the parties concerned, No subsidy 

is to be paid the visitors by those engaged in reception work. 


5. No departments or individuals are permitted to dip into public funds for 
entertaining guests or for buying gifts. They must pay for their meals. 
Aside from what they receive for lodging and incidental expenses according 
to regulations, they are not permitted to receive subsidies from the guest 
houses and hostels. 


Those who are engaged in reception work must be strictly supervised. Those 
responeible for security, in taking the necessary security measures, must be 
sensitive to the reaction of the masses. The practice of enforcing overly 
tight security measures must be discontinued. 


The Communiet Party discipline inspection committees at the provincial, 
ounicipal and prefectural levels must, under the leadership of the Commiesion 
yor the Inapection of Discipline and in cooperation with the financial and 

ib | security departments, review the reception work in their areas in 
)  ordance with stipulations concerning the treatment of senior cadres and 
regulations promulgated by the Central Committee and the State Council.

CADRES MUST NOT THINK THEY HAVE LIFELONG POSTTIONS

[Text] Abolition of the system of Lifetime cadre positions that 

exist in reality will make our cadres feel that they are able to go up and 
go down, able to advance and able to get out, able to be an "official" and 
able to be an ordinary civilian. lt expresses the law of social developmnt 
and the will and requirements of the four modernizations and an urgent 
need. We cadres must ai! liberate our thinking, eliminate biases, and 
treat this new problem with the correct attitude. 


Basically, party cadres, whether their positions are high or low, are 
servants of the people, and all authority is given them by the people. 
Changes in position, either up or down, are ordinary occurrences. However, 
why should there be some cadres who only can move up and not down? At 
bottom, what is it that determines their movements and makes them forget 
the moral character and style that a Communist Party member ought to have, 
moreover making leadership positions a thing to be pursued for their advan- 
tage’? This is a question about which we must clarify the rights and 
wrongs, come what may. 


The view that “if you have authority, you have evervthing" and the pheno- 
menon itself are great obstacles to cadres’ being able to move up and not 
move down. This view and phenomenon are fallacies left over from the 
period of feudal privilege. In the feudal society, “When a main gets to 
be an official, even his pets may ascend to heaven.” Thus, being an offi- 
cial is to have everything--to enjoy glory, splendor, wealth, and rank. 
This is what our Communist Party members resolutely oppose. In the Cul- 
tural Revolution, Lin Biao and the "gang of four” used this pernicious 
influence of feudalism to advocate “happiness for those in authority and 
suffering for those without authority.” They induced the cadres to forget 
their identities as servants of the people and to become alienated from 
the welfare of the party and the people, to seek private advantage and 














seize individual power, and to use this power to seek personal advantage 
and practice favoritiam, Under the effects of this pernicious influence, 
some people showed very little coneern for the future of the party and the 
country or for the hardships of the people, They blindly desired only to 
mve up and not down, wanted tohave the first position and not that of the 
deputy, wanted to be in the front rank and not the last, wanted the city 
and not the rural areas and, in short, wanted their positions to be a 
little higher, their authority a little greater, their work a little 
lighter, their connections a little broader, and their lives a little 
better, These improper tendencies have undermined the fine traditions 

of our party and damaged the party's high prestige among the masses, 
creating undeserved losses to party affairs. 


Related to this, the phenomenon in society of “when a person is present, 

so are human sensibilities, but when a person is not present, human sensi- 
bilities fly away" also is a reason for cadres’ being able to go up and not 
go down. The force of this deep-rooted feudal practice originally exerted 
a very wide influence in society, and it was further aggravated by Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four" adding fuel to the flames, Some people regard other 
people according to their authority and assess them according to their 
intluence, so that someone with neither authority nor influence need not 

be yielded to in any situation. It is just as the people say: If you are 
an official and have something to do, someone will help you, but if you are 
not an official and have something to do, your heart will be broken. The 
result is that some cadres not only can go up and not come down; further- 
more, since they have failed to finish their own work, they ought to retire 
but do not, 


the foolish idea that "to be an official until old age is a natural thing" 
is also a stumbling block for cadres to be able to go up and not come down. 
People always get old; this is a natural law that cannot be defied. When 
people get old they decline physically, they haven't much energy, they 
really cannot keep up with ordinary work, and they consciously turn over 
the heavy burdens to those relatively outstanding comrades who are strong 
and in the prime of life. This is the kind of broadmindedness that revolu- 
tionaries ought to have. However, some comrades feel that Communist Party 
cadres are “lifelong officials,” and that as long as they don't make any 
errors, they can serve into old age. Comrades who think like this are 
fundamentally influenced by the feudal concept of "once you become an 
official, you can receive a lifelong salary." 


Circumstances concerning the realization of the four modernizations have 
placed the new problem of cadres being able to go up and go down squarely 
hefore us. It requires that each of our cadres, and particularly leading 
cadres, conscientiously liberate thinking and el minate old ideological 
frameworks. They must have the correct attitude in dealing with changes 
in duties. Our Communist Party members don't want to be officials; they 
want to make revolution. This is the aim of the party and the pledge of 
Communist Party members. With regard to our Communist Party members, 














they do not have individual authority, but only the authority to uphold 
truth and principles, Not considering the revolutionary situation ase 
paramount, but only viewing “up” and "down" in terma of individual gains 
and losses, goes against the will of the people and the times and should 
not be, 


If we want cadres truly to be able to go up and go down, the most impor- 
taut thing is to carry out education in the traditions of the party's 

good ideology and good workstyle, to make the cadres deal with changes 

in their job assignments properly and with the correct attitude. At the 
same time, we must also gradually improve those systems that are not com 
patible with the four modernizationa, We must transform the cadre practice 
of simply depending on superiors to make appointments and establish a per- 
fected complete system for cadre selection and system of appointments and 
removals. We must carry out a rational reform of the system of material 
remuneration of the various grades of leading cadres and draw up rules and 
regulations preventing and opposing special privileges. Only when the 
position they occupy no longer brings people any special privileges will 
being able to go up and go down become natural. We must place our cadres 
under the supervision of the party, and especially under the supervision 
of the masses, and transform those circumstances in which there is no dis- 
crimination between right and wrong, no clarification between rewards and 
punishments, and where doing well and doing poorly are both the same. 


Cadres' being able to go up and go down is a new idea and is independent

Thirdly, there were important changes in the class relations and the prin- 
cipal comtradictions in Russia, Lenin pointed out the existence of three 
clase forces: The first was the proletariat which then held political 
power. The second was the peasants. The work-peasant alliance was then 
the foundation of the Soviet political power. However, in view of the

Aithoual they were virtually exterminated in the country, they had become 
ui ov twardly davieible force, Based on these three conditions, Lenin held 
ti ‘ie petty bourgeoiele with ite spontaneous force was the principal 
nemy (oO sochlallem at that time, The state could certainly be able to deal 


‘ith the spontaneous capitali.t forces of petty peasantry=--manifested in 
protiteering and so forth=-in various ways, Ae for the peasantry, parti- 
ularly the peasante, however, neither exproporation, exile nor suppression 
was powelble, The only way was to carry out socialist remolding on them, 

lo de thie, however, there should be «a certain material foundation, Lenin 
said: “Lt will take generations to remold the small farmer, and recast 

ie mentality and habits. The only way to solve this problem of the small 
armer=-to laprove, so to speak, his mentality==ie through the material 
yaele, Cechnical equipment, the extensive use of tractors and other farm 
machinery and electrification on a mass scale, pie would remake the small 
‘armer ‘undamentally and with tremendous speed,” 


The struggle between the proletariat and the spontaneous tendency of the 
petty bourgeoiste was still essentially a struggle between the proletariat 
and soclaliem on the one hand and the bourgeoisie and capitalism on the 
other, because it was also a struggle to eradicate capitalism and the 
conditions for the birth of capitalism and the bourgeoisie, Therefore, be- 
fore the completion of soctalist remolding of the petty peasantry economy, 
the struggle between the two classes and the two roads was still the prin- 
ipal contradiction tn the society, However, clase struggle at that time 
vad already developed to 4 new stage and the form of struggle had changed, 
ecause, inetead of landlords and capitalists, the petty bourgeoisie with 
ts spontaneous force was the enemy directly confronting the proletariat. 
Me task of clas@ struggle had been completed in many respects, and this 
makes it net only possible, but alee necessary, for the focus of party 


work to be shifted te ecnommic construction, As Lenin pointed out, after 
rearing the resistance of the capitalists, destroying all that needed to 
“@ destroyed and reducing to ruins what should be reduced to ruins, the 


mdation has been laid for the important task of building soctalisa. 


enic's thests on shifting the focus of party work onto economic construc- 
tion after the proletariat's seizure of political power is universally 

pp icable, although thie shift may required different conditions and take 
l\itferent forme according to the concrete circumst wmces of dif ferent 
countries under the dictatorship of the proletaria:. Comrade Mao Zedong 
applied this universal truth in the light of China's reality and raised 
thie question way back in the Second Plenum of the seventh CCP Central 
Commictee. He said: "From the very first day we take over a city, we 
should direct ovr attention to restoring and developing its production,” 








and let the vther work if the cities ‘revolve afuund and serve the central 
task, production and comeatruction.” la iol, when the party put forward 
the General Line for the lranattion Verio’, he agein pointed out that tt 
was a general iine with industelalizatte. os the main body and the socialliat 
transformation of agriculture handicrait and capitalist industry and com- 
merce as the wings. In 1954, Comrade cdiouw talai eaid in his “Report on the 
work of the Goverament': “The work of economic construction has already 
oceupled the foremost position in the entire aational life.” At thae time, 
the contradiction between the preletartet aad the bourgeciaia waa the 
principal contradiction, The tain putpose of the party's Venere, eifte ior 
the Transitional ertod was to change the system of ownership of the means 
Of production and the various rcelattons of production based on the svetem 
Of private ownership. lowever, (Che clase relations in our country were 
different from theee in Rusela. We nad already overthrown the main compo- 
nent of the bourgeoisie, being comparatively weak, was powerless to resist 
the general trend, particularly because of the correct policies we adopted 
in dealing with it. Therefore, the transformation of capitalist industry 
and commercial wae carcied out fairly smoothly. Our party had a firn 
foundation for ite work ‘a the countryside. Our land reform was very thor- 
ough, and the political superiority of the poor and lower-middle peasants 
and been escablishea in the countryside, Since the ianc reform, the petty 
bourgeoisie, despite its spontaneous iorces, has never been the proletariat's 
arch enemy. it wae thus possible for us to carry out large-scale socialist 
construction while conducting a large-scale socialisc transformation of 

the system of ownership of che means of production and a socialist revolu- 
tion on the ideological and political fronts. at that time, our party 
adopted the policy of simultaneous revolution and construction along with 
simultaneous industrialization and socialist transformation of agriculture, 
handicraft and capitaiiet industry and commerce. Comrade Meo Zedong poiated 
out: "We must on uo account regard industry and agriculture, socialist 
industriaifzatior and the socialist transformation of agriculture as dis- 
connected or isolated things and on no account Gust we emphasize che one 
and play down the ot  er.”* ‘The soctal and economic features of China wiil 
not be completeiy changed until the socialist transformation of the social 
and econosic system is compietely accomplished and, in gre technical field, 
machinery is used .n 411 possible branches and places."”’ By 1956, che 
socialist transformation of the means of production had been basicaliv 
completed, and on y remnants of che bourgeoisie existed. Aithough class 
etruggie had not ended, the principa: contradiction in our society was 
undergoing a fundamentai change. This change was expounded in our Fight) 
National Congress of the CCP which advocaced a shift in the focus of the 
whole party's worm in order to “change our backward agricultural country 
into an advanced industrial country.” In 1957, in his article “On the 
Correct Handling of Contradictions Among che People,” Comrade Mao Zedong 
pointed out that the large-scale, turbulent clase etruggle of the masses 
characteristic of times of revolution had in che main come to an end, and 
that our basic taske had changed ‘rom the unfettering of productive forces 
to protecting them in the context of the new reiations of production in 
order to carry on the battle with nature. In 1958, Comrade Mao Zedone 








again unequivocally advocated the shife of the focus of party work onte 
tecliaieal revolution, Later on, according to the directions of the Party 
enteral Committee, Comrade Zhou Enlai put toeward the loity goal ef accom 
plishing the four modernizations within thie century at che Third and the 
Fourth NPC, it is obvious that the historical miseion of accomplishing 

ihe four modernigations wae based on the change of the principal coutradic= 
tion th our seciety, 


in the firet part of hie "Report on the Work of the Government," Comrade 
‘ua Guofeng succtnetly described the present situation of classes and clase 
atruggle in our country, which ie of great significance in both theory and 
practice, The Report pointed out that einece the exploiting classes in our 
country have been eliminated, our society is now composed of socialist 
workers, peasante and intellectuals, although clase struggle has not yet 
ended, tn view of the two different types of contradictions which still 
exist. tn theory, it showed that there cannot be any more large-scale, 
turbulent clase struggle in our country. The people are hoping that the 
polltteal stability and unity can be permanently preserved and that the 
voctalist democracy and the socialiat legal system can be quickly developed 
and implemented. Neither the expansion of class struggle nor the lack of 
vigllance againet trouble conforms w.th objective reality and both are wrong. 
it was precisely on the basis of this analysis that the Report further 
dJemonetrated the principal contradiction in our present society and the 
necessity as well as poseibilicy for the shift of che focus of the party's 
work, 


in my personal opinion, Comrade Hua Guofeng's analysis of the present 
principal contradiction in our country indicates the following: First, 
after the basic resolution of our contradiction with the exploiting classes, 
the principal contradiction in the socialist society is no longer class 
ontradiction or class struggle. Secondly, the development of social pro- 
tuctive forces is on the one hand brought about by the innate contradic- 
‘tons of the productive forces, such as the continued scientific and tech- 
nological developmerc and the continued replacement of old technology by 
new technology, and, on the other hand, promoted by the change of the 
relations of production and the superstructure which do not correspond with 
the productive forces. At present, the main aspects of the principal 
ontradiction in our society is to raise our backward productive forces up 
to a modern level in order to accomplish the four modernizations. Thirdly, 
the obtective demand of the basic soctalist economic law is to satisfy the 
onstantiv increasing material and cultural needs of the society. To 
satisfy the soclal needs, it is necessary to maintain the growth and im 
provement of production on the basis of an advanced technology. The people 
want to promote the development of productive forc:s and to strengthen the 
motive force in the change of contradictions between the productive forces 
and the relations of production and between the economic base and the 
superstructure. ‘Therefore, to sum up, the principa! social contradiction at 
present is the contradiction between the people's macerial and cultural 
needs and the backwardness of the productive forces. 





The principal soctal contradiction at a certain tsetorical stage in the main 
basie for our party to determine its hietorical mission, Our most basic 


historical miesion at present ts to accompiteh the four modernizations, 

in the above, we have studied the ne. .eanity for the ahift ef the focus of 
the party's work from a theoretical point of view. Now let us study this 
necessity from the practical point of view based on our socialist revolution 
and construction, in the 2) yeare [rom the founding of New China cto the 
downfall of the “gang of four,” we have on the whele achieved great success 


in our socialiet construction, although we have alse suffered severe set- 
backs a8 4 result of taking the wrong path. ‘Spectfieally, our economic 
development has gone through three different stages: fFiret, in the first 

8 years following the founding of New China and in the 3 years after 1962, 
the development was fair.y rapid, Secondly, tn the 5 difficult years after 
1958, our national economy expertenced a serious upheaval. Thirdly, from 
1966 to the amashing of the "gane of four,” our socialist economy suffered 
serious disruptions and was brought te the brink of collapse, 


What do these three stages show’ Firet, after the proletariat came to power, 
particularly after the basic completion of the socialist transformation of 
the system of the ownership of che means of production, the focus of party 
work should have been ehifted onto socialist construction, as long as there 
wae no foreign invasion. During the firet five-year plan, despite the move- 
ment to transform the svetem of ownership and other political and ideoi- 
ogical movements on a large ecale, our production developed rapidly along 
with the improvement of the people's living conditions, because we adopted 
the correct policies and paid close attention to economic construction. If 
the party still failed to ehift the focus of ite work, and this was exactly 
what happened because of the disruption by Lin Biac and the "gang of four,” 
our national economy would euffer severely. Secondly, for the focus of the 
party's work to be shifted onto economic construction, we should observe 

the socialist economi> iaws. Although the focus of the party's work did 

not deviate from economic construction during the second five-year plan, we 
failed to follow the objective economic laws and the shift of the focus of 
work was not really accompiished 


judging from our past experiences, we can see that our faiiure to shift the 
focus of work and to promote our national economy had something to do with 
the following theoretical problems, which we had not been able to clarify 
for a long time, and which became even sore confusing during the rampage of 
Lin Siao and the “gang of four." 


First, we must proceed from reality, acuurately appraise the situation of 


class struggle and correctly and objectively handle the principal cortradic- 
tion in different historical periods before the shift of our wor” © can 
be smoothly accomplished. When the socialist transformation of > vom 


of private ownership of the means of production had been basically c: . Jeted 
and only remmants of the bourgeoisie existed after 1956, we still laid 
increasing stress on ciuss struggle, which continued to assume serious 








‘ioenetomse., For Many yeare, one political movement {o!iowed another with 
Lacreasing Violence. because of the ultra=leftist line pushed by Lin Bilao 
aod the “gang of four," a large number of party and state leading cadres 
were struck down, and the broad masses of revolutionary cadres and people 
ultered untold misery, In the "all-out civil war,” the party became 
estranged from the Masses and suffered unprecedented outrage.

|, The theory that the basic contradiction in a clase society is directly 
sanitested as clase struggle was mechanically applied to a socialist society. 
\ithough clasees and cleas struggle exist in a certain stage of historical 
development, a soclalist soclety is no longer a class society. However, 
we did not modity our theory in the light of objective reality, and still 
held chat the basic contradiction in a soctalist society was as a rule 
wanifested as clase struggle and that clase struggle was the principal 
ontradietion in a soctaliet society, in this respect, that notorious 
‘advisoe” played a most diabolic role. He openly declared that the social- 
‘ut soctety, in tes independent social form, was a class society in which 
‘asees, clase struggle and class cvatradictions permanently exist. This 
» « reactionary “soclaliet theory,” because, in fact, no exploiting class 
an exist in @ socialist society, As Lenin pointed out, socialism means 
the abolition of classes, or the abolition of not only the exploiting 
classes but alse the clase difference between workers and peasants, so 

thac al. people should become workers. [If anyone thinks that exploiting 
lasses have al) along existed in a socialist society, then it would be 
impossitie co build socialism. In an effort to look for exploiting classes 
when these clasees had already been basically eliminated, this "advisor" 
again advanced the fallacy that people's class status should be classified 

ording te their political and ideological mentality. Marxism teaches 

4 that the baste indication of class difference is the people's position 
in social production or their relations to the means of production, Class 
‘aesi' ication tn teolation from the social relations of production is 
obviousl, a vielation of Marxism. This was only a tactic for persecuting, 
the broad masses of revolutionary comrades and to slap on them “bourgeois” 
abele, Comrade Mao Zedong said: "With the overthrow of the landlord 

jase and the bureaucratic-capitalist class, the contradiction between the 
working class and the national bourgeoisie nas become the principal 
ontradiciton in China."* This statement was made in 1952 when the social- 
ist transformation of the system of ownership of the means of production 
had not yet been carried out. After 1956, however, when the objective 
onditions had aiready changed, thie theory, formerly correct, was re- 
placed by a new theory, and we should not stick to an outdated theory. 
According to the ob‘ective laws of class struggle in a socialist society, 
the exploiting classes have been gradually eliminated in our country. Our 
tirst step was tc remove the landlord class and the bureaucratic-capitalist 
‘lass trom thetr dominating political and economic positions, confiscate 
their landlords" land, and expropriate or nationalize the means of 








production afd other p:. \@n Of the bureaucratic capitalist clase, Our 
second etep wae the soclalist transiormation of agriculture, handicraft 
and national capitalist industry and commerce with a view to gradually 
reducing the difierence between workers and peasants and eliminating the 
conditions for the birth of capitaliem and new exploitation, Our third 
step was to basically abolish the ciasea difference between workers and 
peasants, to gradually elim nate the remnant and the new exploiters, From 
this, we can see chat when the soctal’st Craneformation of the syetem of 
the ownership of the meane of production has been basically completed, 

the system of private ownership ie replaced by that of socialist public 
Ownership; the eaploiting classes are abciished; and the bourgeoisie is 
also basically eliminated. Therefore, classe contradiction has been 
relegated from the primary to the secondary position in our social life, 


2, In his article "On Correctly Mandiling Contradictions Among the People,” 
Comrade Mao Zedong made an important contribution to Marxism with his theory 
on the basic contradiction in a socialist society, However, we were not 
quite clear about the correspondence as well as the contradiction between 
the productive forces and the economic base on the one hand and the rela= 
tions of production and the superstructure on the other. We usually 
described correspondence in absolute terms and set correspondence and 
contradiction against each other in the belief that where there is corre- 
spondence , there can be no contradiction, and vice veréa. ! the one hand, 
we refused to believe that there can be contradictions in the correspondence 
between the productive forces and the relations of production and between 
the economic base and the superstructure, and to accept the theory that 
there is always some contradictior in the course of a]1 developments. On 
the other hand, whenever we discovered certain contradiction between the 
relations of production and the product‘ve forces, we thought that the 
relations of production were inconsistent with the productive forces, and 
then changed the relations of production. For example, we have twice 
abolished the piecew rk system and many times abolished private lots, 
family sideline occupation and country fairs. We seemed to feel that our 
action in changing the relations of production was fully justified and 
cited several instances to support che charged that the former relations 

of production had obstructed the development of productive forces. Yet, 
these repeated abolitions have been futile. It shows that our relations 

of production have been basically consistent with out actual level of 
productive forces. Yet whenever we made unnecessary changes to certain 
aspects of the socialist relations of production, we based our action of 
the same viewpoint as we dic during the land reform and the transformation 
of capitalist tnadustry and commerce--the viewpoint that the change of the 
relations of production would as a rule encounter the obstruction and 
sabotage by decadent classes and that therefore, class struggle was 
necessary. This viewpoint is basically untenable. Under the socialist 
system, the working people constitute the main productive forces as well 

as the main component of the socialist relations of production, and there 
are no representatives of the decadent class forces of the old relations

With sueh a poor foundation to start with, in order to being 
about the four modernigations we mus: consider population control an 
extremely important strategic task. 


Bringing about the four modernizations means using contemporary advanced 
sctentific technology to equip the various branches of the national economy 
to break free from backward economic techniques and come up to advanced 
world standards. A comprehensive criterion for measuring 4 nations econom- 
ic strength and sige is the per capita gross national product [GNP] and 

the national income: This index hinges on two factors. One is the GNP and 
the total amount of national income. The other is the number of people. 

if the GNP and the national income increase rather quickly while the popula- 
tion increases slowly, then the strength of the economy will increase con- 
stantly. Conversely, if the GNP and national income increase slowly while 
the population grows very quickly, then the strength of the national econ- 
omy will correspondingly weaken, 


if we look at the absolute value of our GNP and national income, then the 
value is net very low. However, for a population of 970 million people it 
is very low. For example, our gross output value for industry and agri- 
culture in 1978 reached 569 trillion yuan. Converted into U.5. currency, 
this comes to $336.8 trillion, trailing only America, the Soviet Union, 
japan, Weet Germany, and France, and occupying the number six position in 
the world. However, in per capita GNP, America averages $7,890; West 
Germany, $7,380; France, $6,550; Japan, $4,910; an! England, $4,020. Our 
country only averages $345. Our per capita GNP is only a fraction of that 
of the developed nations. Therefore, we are one of the most impoverished 
and backward nations in the world today. Impoverished in what way? We are 
in one respect because our production level in industry and agriculture 

is 8o low. Another aspect is the large size of the population base and 
the speed ith which it grows. Our country has 970 million people, 














», we eould have had available over 800 bi.lion vuean. Uf this sum, 
half could have been used for accumulation and half for consumption, 
ihefelote, year unde for accumulation and ¢ onsuape ion ould have in= 
reased by over 1.3 billion yuan. Compared to the aetual situation of the 
past, this would have been much better for development of national con- 
struction and improvement of the people's lives. 


Uwing to the overly rapid increase of our population, we are faced with the 
contradiction of having too many people with too little cultivated land, 
tie utradiction between {nereasing labor productivity and bringing about 
the ‘ull employment of the labor force seems especially prominent. During 
the 1980's we will have a yearly average of over 23 million people reach-= 
ing working ape. Of this number, approximately 20 million workers will 
engage in agricultural production, sharpening the contradiction between 
too many people and toc little land. We will also have over 3 million peo- 
ple seeking work in the towns and cities, and this will cause the contra- 
diction between [efforts to) raise labor productivity and bring about full 
employment in the cities to become more and more intense.

SHORTAGE OF BOOKS CAUSES CONCERN, HARDSHIPS

(Text) Recently, over 200 .eaders have written letters to this paper 
appealing for a quick resolution of the problem of finding nourishment 
for the mind while we are on this new long march. According to the 
letters which we have received, there are three aspects to the present 
urgent need of young people for books and the inability to buy them: 


There is a lack of reference books. Young people from Hunan, Sichuan, 
Jilin and over 10 other provinces have reported: The "Xinhua Zidian" 
("Xinhua Dictionary"], the most basic of the liberal arts reference 
books, is a matter of being "a one-day best seller and then unavailable 
for a hundred days" in many small and medium-size towns and cities. 

it's impossible to locate even a copy of “Gu Hanyu Changyongzi Zidian" 
("Ancient Chinese Dictionary of Common Characters"| or the "Shuowen 
Jiezi"[ "Dictionary of Etymology"|). [A reader from Minggang, Henan Prov- 
ince, wrote to us saying: The Xiandai Hanyu Cidian ["Modern Chinese 
Dictionary"] and other reference books are extremely scarce, and there is 
no way to relieve our concern over self-education. ] 


The supply cannot meet the demand for good works in classical and modern 
literature. Liu Fangning [0491 5364 1337] of the second transportation 
team in Fuyang, Anhui Province, said: I like literature and I plan to 
study liberal arts intensively during my spare time. In the study of 
liberal arts we rely mainly on books. However, famous literary works 

in Chinese and foreign languages are all grabbed up as soon as they come 
out. According to Li Rongtang [2621 2837 1016] of Lingbi County, 
Chengguan Zhen: I still have not been able to buy even one of the 25, 
award-winning short stories from 1978 that were ;ublished last year. I 
recall that Gorki once said that in seeking knowledge, one should be like 
a starving man pouncing upon a piece of bread. However, there are no 
books for us to pounce upon, 








The demand tour books of netenee and technology cannot be satinifed., Cheny 
Sheng! ! (44655 51668 0448), of the Dong Mu Commune in Macheng County in 
Hubel Province, reported Rural youth aecount tor over 80 percent of 

the total youth of China; books issued for these youths are way too few! 
"Nongcun Qingnian Zixue Congshu" ("Rural Youth Selt-<Study Series] cannot 
be bought anywhere. Some young people wanting to learn how to operate 
tractors are unable to purchase "Tuolaji De Weixiu Han Baoyang" [Tractor 
Maintenance and Upkeep"]. Others who want to achieve higher rice and 
cotton output are unable to buy books dealing with cultivation tech- 
niques in these two areas, Zhang Ronghao [4545 2837 3185] of Xuyi 
County, Jiangsu Provinee, said: In order to buy books dealing with 
radios, I made visits to a cotal of 10 amall and large cities and coun- 
ties, and I still have not managed to buy one, 





Gu Xinli [7357 2459 4539], of the People's Park in Siping Municipality, 
has written saving: 1 am a young worker who raises flowers and plants. 
Each time 1 see these exquisitely beautiful, bright-colored, fragrant 
flowers, my love for my work deepens and | resolve to master the neces- 
sary techniques. ! urgently need books on planting and growing flowers 
and plants. I've been to every bookstore in the city and 1 have been to 
Changchun and Jilin, but IT still have not found one book.
